It  Is  estimated  there  are 
hundreds  of  persons  living  here  who 
were  mainly  dependent  upon  pen- 
and  remittances  from  the 
United  Kingdom  Tlie  larger 
cheques  naturally  give  them  addi- 
tional power  for  necessities,  which 
will  in  turn  create  better  business  in 
Greater  yictorla.

American  Court  Conducts  Trial 
Following  British  Law 

SEATTLE,  July  20  (AP).— An  American  court  con- 
ducted  a  trial  here,  today,  using  the  laws  of  England 
and  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  instead  of  the  Wash- 
ington statutes.  Justice  of  the  Peace  Guy  B.  Knott,  trying 
the  suit  of  Alfred  C.  Walker  against  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  H. 
Pritchard,  based  his  rulings  on  the  "King  s  Law"  of  the 
British  Empire,  since  the  traffic  accident  over  whi<;h  the 
suit  originated  occured  in  Canada,  on  the  Pacific  Highway, 
near  New  Westminster,  B.C. 

Numeroua  citationa  ftpqa  BrilieH  law  cases  were  read  to 
the  court,  and  the  British  Columbia  Motor  Vehicles  Act 
was  studied.  Though  the  accident  took  place  on  foreign 
soil,  both  Walker  and  the  Pritchards  are  Seattle  residents, 
so  the  case  was  tried  here.  Judge  Knott  awarded  Walker 
a  $45  judgment.  He  had  asked  $90.

MOSCOW,  July  19  (By  Wireless). 
—"The  most  dangerous  flight  in  the 
history  of  Soviet  aviation."  was  the 
phrase  used  by  a  veteran  pilot  of 
the  North  Siberian  coa.st  to  de- 
.scrlbe  Levanovsky's  four-day  battle 
to  reach  Anadyr  from  Nlcolaevsk 
on  the  Amur  River,  which  ended 
yesterday  morning. 

On  the  morning^  July  14  Leva- 
novsky  left  Niootaevsk.  intending  to 
cross  the  Sakhalin  Oulf  to  Cape 
Elizabeth,  at  the  north  tip  of  the 
island,  and  then  fty  dtreet  across 
the  Okhotsk  Sea  up  into  the  Pend- 
Jiaa  Oulf  between.  Kamchatka  and 
the  mainland,  thence  overland  due 
north  to  An.id\T. 

Brt\vf>rii  Cape  Mary  and  Cape 
Kl];'.,T!)(nii,  he  struck  a  heavy  fog 
right  from  the  surface  ot  the  ocean 
up  to  the  seaphuie'g  celling,  with  a 
hurricane  testUng  the  wavea.  Flying 
only  ten  yuds  above  the  waves— 
sometimes  no  more  than  ten  feet — 
Levanovsky  attempted  to  round  the 
cape,  but  finally  wa.s  forred  to 
.swing  toward  the  left  to  Cape  Shan- 
tarsk  under  cover  of  the  land 

The  fog  persisted,  and  at  one 
point  the  wings  of  the  plane  liter- 
ally grased  a  rocky  cUff.  Here  the 
fog  was  so  dense  that  the  pilot  was 
flying  utterly  blhid  a  few  metres 
above  the  sea.  Near  Cape  Nogodan 

ran  into  a  clear  patch  and  pushed 
trthward  to  Cape  Mnrekan.  where 
the  fog  was  again  hopele.s.slv  thick. 
The  pilot  turned  back  and  five  mlle.s 
from  the  .sotflement  of  Okhotsk 
came  out  clear  near  Cape  Ako, 
where  he  qient  the  night  and  re- 
fueled. 

MISSED  BY  INCHES 
On  the  morning  of  July  18  he 
agatoi  tried  to  round  Cape  Marekan 

and  once  more  encountered  fog.  de- 
.splte  the  fact  that  the 

Once  moro 
he  mLs.sed  a  cliff  by  inrhe.s  on  tlir 
winRs  of  a  .soufherlv  .storm  that 
drove  him  at  120  miles  an  hour. 
Visibility  wa.s  only  a  few  yards, 
though  the  pilot  was  flying  .so  low 
and  the  plane  wa.s  lurching  .so  vlo- 
lenUy  that  the  crests  of  the  waves 
liwhed  the  wing  tips.

The  Citizens  Recreation  Rooms  are  making 
an  appeal  tomorrow  for  funds  through  the 
medium  of  a  tag  day.  It  costs  $185  per  month 
for  their  maintenance — for  rent,  for  the  salaries 
of  two  supervison,  lor  light  and  for  telephone. 
Since  so  many  men  are  looked  after  the  cost  is 
small  but  to  provide  the  money  needed  constant 
appeals  have  to  be  made  to  public  philanthropy. 
It  Is  a  work  which  should  be  maintained  In  full 
vigor  so  long  as  the  need  exists,  and  for  that 
reason  it  is  only  necessary  to  let  Victorians  know 
of  the  financial  obligations  that  have  to  be  met 
to  Insure  a  ready  responaa  to  tomonon's  appeal.

TTie 
purposes  of  the  conference  were  ex- 
celient,  but  the  conference  failed  in 
Its  purposes  because  the  man  who 
was  principally  Irtstnimental  In  as- 
sembling It  did  not  take  Into  ac- 
count national  ambitions  and 
prejudices.  The  Biitl.sh  Prime  Min- 
ister was  confident  that  he  had 
reached  an  understanding  with  the 
Prefident  of  the  United  States  on 
the  issues  of  tariffs  and  currencies, 
and  he  was  }\istifled  to  that  confi- 
dence because  Mr.  Hoover  wa.s 
elected  on  a  platform  of  tariff  re- 
form and  had  repeatedly  stated  that 
the  cause  of  the  depression  was  In- 
ternational barriers  to  trade,  aggra- 
vated hv  fluctuating  currencies  and 
rates  of  exchange.

There  was  little  hope  in  the 
hrart^  of  Canadians  who  under-

WIS  to  be  lifted,  that  It  would  be 
lifted  by  drastic  modification  of  the 
American  tariff,  but  there  was 
snmr  hope  that  some  method  would 
be  found  of  adjusting  currency 
values.  Iltere  is  not  the  least  dotibt 
that  the  United  States  delegates  to 
the  conference  had  been  instructed 
to  support  any  measure  proposed 
for  the  adjustment  of  currencies, 
and  Just  as  little  doubt  that  the 
delegates  had  stated  while  on  their 
way  to  the  conference  and  after 
the  conference  met  that  they  were 
In  favor  of  %  flat  reduetioa  of  10 
per  oeat  In  all  tariffs.
